to transform mechanical power into 
electrical power.

they generate electric current when 
driven by

are run by steam engines, turbines, 
gas engines or some other 
form of 
mechanical i»ower called “prime mov­ 
ers.” 
The generator is constructed 
to transform the amount of mechani­ 
cal power that the prime mover run­ 
ning it supplies.

Simple Pion 
“Orr has been right in with these 
two chief operators,” said O’Bannon. 
“The plan of smuggling was simple. 
Chinese in the state 
with proper pa­ 
pers offered to 
see 
their 
relatives 
through and frequently advanced the 
passage money from China to Mexico, 
in addition to promissory 
notes 
of 
$250 for successfully getting them in­ 
to California. 
Any sailing vessel or 
small steamship brings the Chinese to 
Mexico where there is no law against 
their entry. 
Then they 
are carried 
uown the coast or are hiked overland 
to Punta Bunds, a small point in a 
bay not far from Ensenada. 
"It was there that Hall, Lloyd and 
err started ail of their trips with the 
contraband Chinese. Orr and Hall on 
one of these trips managed to get to 
Monterey Bay and there unloaded a 
cargo of thirty-two coolies. 
On their 
way back they slo p e d at Santa Bar­ 
bara to purchase distillate, and while 
doing this they found -a paper which 
told of the capture of other smugglers 
at Monterey, the discovery 
of Hall’s 
connection with this traffic, and the 
warrant for his 
arrest having been 
Issued. 
Without a moment’s delay 
the launch was headed 
for Mexico 
and Hall landed at an obscure place. 
He Is now in hiding not far from En­ 
senada, according to report. 
“On the return journey Orr picked 
up Harry Lloyd with a large quan­
